None of the prior art of record teaclies or fairly suggests tliat medical image 
handling system/method that is configured to process a control of judging presence or 
absence of an inputting of a diagnosis report corresponding to the medical image 
displayed on the monitor wherein the diagnosis report corresponding to the medical 
image displayed on the monitor includes information input by the user while viewing the 
medical image, displaying an image for inputting a diagnosis report corresponding to the 
medical image displayed on the monitor in case where the input of the diagnosis report 
is judged to be absent, and restricting a change of displaying the medical image in case 
where the input of the diagnosis report is judged to be absent, and together with 
combination of other claimed elements as set forth in the independent claims 1,6,9 and 
15. Therefore, the claim 1 , 6, 9 and 15 are over the prior art of records. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 10-12 and 18 are allowed because they are depended on 
independent claims 1, 6, 9 and 15.
